knowledge nor wiſdom in the Grave, whither we go. 
Our works indeed are ſaid to follow us, when we dye 
in the Lord ; becauſe then we ſhall be finally recom- 
penced according to them 3 but to ſpeak properly, all 
that we do for God,for our own Souls, or thoſe that 
are our Contemporaries, it muſt be done or this ſide 
of Eternity. That which is neglected now, cannot 
be performed hereafter. 

2. No Earthly things can be of any advantage to ws, 
beyond the preſent Life. Therefore they are called 
As we brought them not into the 
World with us, fo neither can we carry them ont ; 
and if we could, they would avail us nothing ; they 
cannot add to the happineſs of the glorified in Heaven, 
nor take away from the miſery of the damned in Hell. 
They profit 0t in the day of wrath ; they will neither 
prevent, nor alter the ſentence, at the particular or 
univerſal jadgment. The os of mens Silver and 
Gold may eat their Fleſh like Fire, but nothing is ſuf- 
ficient to purchaſe them ſo much as a drop of water. 
The ſub57ance which we leave behind us, does then 
periſh to us, in reſpe& of its Uſe: and however ſer- 
viceable or helpful it may be to thoſe that ſurvive, it 
is utterly inſignificant to them that are departed. 

The Obſervation which the words thus explain'd, 
do offer to our further Thoughts, is this, That 


Holy Wiſdom with a competent Inheritance, is a very 
profitable good.

The firſt thing, is to ſhew, wherein holy ſpiritual 7;, 
wiſdom muſt be cheifly exercisd and afted. There 
are Eight remarkable inſtances or diſcoveries of it, 
which all perſons ſhould look to. 

Firſt,a regular and ſeaſonable performance of duties. 
Many actions, which as to the Matter of them hath 
been good, for want of Chriſttan wiſdom, have loſt 
much of their beauty, through the ill management of 
their particular circumſtances, The ordering and dif- 
poſing of good ations well,is a great thing in Religion, 

We may ſay of a work done, aſwell as of a Word 
ſpoken in due ſeaſon, how good 3s it £ This adds a good- Prov, 14. 24. 
neſle to it, which if done at another leſs convenient 

time, it would not have. We ſhould learn to put every 

thing into zzethod, which our Hand jindeth to do - 

That all our Duties may fall in their proper place, one 

after another, and not one diſturb or hinder another. 

As God appoints a time to every purpoſe, ſo ſhould we, tec, 4. i, 
and ſuch a time as is moſt fit and agreeable to it. 

Secondly, A careful avoiding, or vigorous reſiſting 2. 
of temptations. Many temptations may be avoided by 
a prudent care, and by circumſpett walking, which 1s 
a great evidence of wiſdom - ( ſee that ye walk circums | 

ſpefaly, not as fools, but as wiſe : ſayes the Apoſtle, ) gh. 5, rs, 
And this we are obliged to, that we may not fin a- 
gainſt our own prayers; for if we pray that God would 
not lead us into temptation, tis but 'reaſonable that we 


ſhould 
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- ſhould not fooliſhy ra# into it our ſelves. We may

ſhun a.multitude of entangling ſnares,if we tread with 
Caution. And thoſe temptations which ar#'Iyoidable, 
ſhould be vigorouſly withſtood 3 we mult not yeild, 
or comply with them in the /eaf?, but after the moſt 
ſteady reſolute manner oppoſe our ſelves to their fr /# 
aſſaults. This is the way to come off with victory, 
and keep our conſciences pure. Without doing fo, 
we give great advantages to Satan, and it will be im- 
poſlible to eſcape or overcome the various difficulties 
which beſet us in every condition of life. 

Thirdly, A meek and patient bearing of afflitions. 
Much wiſdom is ſeen in this; for it is the grofleſt folly 
in the world, to make our load at any time the greater 
by »neaſie ſirugglings under it. A great deal of the 
art and myſtery of practical Chriſtianity, Iyes in ſuffer- 
ing according to the will of God.All that are afflited,do 
not ſuffer ſo - they ſuffer indeed what God in his-'- 
providence thinks fit to 7nflif, (and they cannot do 
otherwiſe) but they do not ſuffer, as God in his word 
is pleaſed to dire& ; many ſuffer according to the-dif- 
pofing will of God, who in their ſufferings regard not 
his commanding will.In the moſt proſperous ſtate there 
oftentimes happens a mixture of diſappointments and 
loſſes, and perjoral evills, { if we are freed from 
*Publick, ones) which one who is truly and favingly 
wiſe, will quietly and calmly undergo ; whereas 'tis 
one of the CharaGers of a Fool, to Fare. We can- 
not make our cafe the better by fretting and ſtriving 
againſt God, but ſhall certainly make it worſe. 


Fourthly, A diligent improving of mercies for the 
Glory of God, and good of our Brethren, This is 
ſureſt -

ſureſt courſe of thriving#in this world, and laying up 
a good foundation for the next, The rule of the Goſ: 
pel does. not /bind any -to-waſt and conſume: their 
Eſtates by an imprudent *Prodigality ( for this is not 
to honour God) but yet it warns them againſt a baſe 
and ſinful Coveronſneſs in Hording up of what they 
are called to Lay out. The Charitable man is wiſe for 
himſclf, when the wretched niggard is only wile for 
a doubtful poſterity. And, is there not more wiſdom 
in ſcattering upon Earth, that we may reap in Heaven, 
than in gathering for we know not whom? Is it not 
better to make 10 our ſelves friends of the mammon of Luke 16. 5, 
unrightouſneſs, than to leave it perhaps to ſuch, who 
may curſe our memory, while they rejoyce in our labour? 
When God gives us richly to enjoy, 'tis no fign of dil- 
cretion for us to give ſparingly. If we believe the 
Scripture ( Corfirm'd by the Experience of many) this 
1s more likely to 7-7pair aur wealth, than:to Increaſe 
it." There ts that withholdeth more than is meet, and it prov.11.24,25. 
tendeth to poverty : Whereas the liberal ſoul ſhall be 
#1ade fat. The bountiful giver wiſely prevents what 
the ſordid worldling fears. 
Fifthly, a Curbing and reſtraining of our affeQions 
and appetites to lawful things. It is unſafe, and there- 
fore an unwiſe thing, to go to the utmoi? bounds of 
what we may do. Solomon tells us inthis Book, which 
is the memorial of his Repentance, that whatſoever his | 
ezes deſired, he kept not from them, and he withheld not yay, ,, (0. 
his heart from any joy. For ought we know, the ta- 
king of ſo great a liberty, might be an Introduction 
to his fa//; becaufethe paſſage is quick and eafie many 
times from lawful fruitions to unlawful ſerſualities. 
Mortification and Self-denyal ſhould not be ſtrange 
C things 
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things to us 3 the more we i-d#/ge our fleſh, the more 

4nfolent and wwruly it will be 3 and that which ic 

ſcems now modeſtly ts crave, hereafter it may imperi- 

ouſly command. Tis beſt always to bridge our ſelves

The Second Thing, 1s to enquire, what may be 
reaſonably lookt upon as a competent Inheritance, In 
General, 'tis eaſily determined by Agur's prayer ; that 
which comes up to his poirt, and ſets us in a middle 
ſtate between Poverty and "Riches, is a full anſwer 
to the preſent Queſtion. 'Preſſang Indigency , and 
overflowing Abundance are the extreams on both 
hands, and attended with dangerous Temptations, 
Mens circumſtances and occaſions indeed are very 
different and various fo that what is ſufficient to one, 
may not be ſo to all; but every one may take his 
meaſures by the Three following Rules. 

Firſt, That which affords the of? conveniences 
with the feweſt burdens, is a truly competent Inheri- 
tance. They that are in continual {treights, and al- 


ways 


ways ſeek their "Bread as out of deſolate places, are apt 
to be ſunk and bowed down on one hand ; and they 
that Jive in extraordinary fulneſs, are as much diſtra- 
Qed and perplext on the other hand, and their fouls 
cut aſunder (as it were) and torn in pieces by multz- 
tude of Thoughts, The caſe lyes plainly thus 3 they 
that have #00 /ittle, are oppreſt with zeceſſary cares, 
and they that have too zzch are tormented with u- 
neceſſary ones 3 but they that have enough (and no 
more) are 20ſt free from both ſorts of cares, and en- 
joy mot comfort. 

Secondly, That Inheritance which places us be/ow 


Envy, and above Contempt, is a-true competency, If 


we are t00 high, we ſhall be objetts of more ſpite and 
malice; many will Jook upon us with an Ez! eye, 
and be oftentimes prone to cenſure and condemn us 
for our moſt innocent and lawful actions ; it may be, 
our proſperity will provoke ſome to endeavonr our 
r#ine, and ſeek our deſtruftion 3 as Foſeph's brethren 
hated him, and would uot ſpeak peaceably unto him, but 
plotted his overthrow, and that which was next to 
his Harder, becauſe he inherited moſt of his Fathers 
Love, If we are too low, every one will be apt to 
trample upon us, and treat us with ſcorn 3 Fob, that 
was reverencd (0 much in his time of plenty, was 


equally /teighted in his poverty : If he inireated his 


Servants, they would give bim no Anſwer ; nay (which 
was yet worſe) young children deſpiſed Lint, and when 
he aroſe, they ſpake againit hiv. It 1s beſt to be in 
ſacha condition betwixt exceſſzve Greatneſs and Mean- 
neſs, that we may be ſafe both from the blai?s of En- 
vy, and from the foot of 'Pride ; that others may not 
be tempted to repize at us, nor be able to j»ſult over

It is notſo good to live npox Alms 
as to have the power of beFFowing them 3 and our $4- 
ztour hath told us, that [t is more bleſſed to give, than 
foreccive, It is troubleſome and uneafie to be in the 
condition of * Beggars our ſelves, or to have crowds of 
"Beggars always at our doors ; the beſt is, to be ca- | 
pable of releiving a few, and not to ſtand in want of 
releif from any. He that can diſpenſe his own Chari- 
ty ſomretinres, and is zever forc't to crave it fromothers, 
may very well (it down with fatisfaQtion. | 

The Third thing, is to ſhew, wherein the *Profita- | 
blerefs of Wiſdom and an Inheritance together does 1 
appear. This may be open'd diſtinitly under two x 
Branches. | 

Firſt, It is very manifeſt, that an ſnheritance is pro- | 
fitable with Wiſdom. The Crown of the wiſe,(ſayes Solo+ 
mon) is their Kiches. i. e. They are a ſingular orna- 
ment and advantage to them. And that in two re- 
ſpedts. - ; | 
'F irſt, Riches add a Repmtation to what menſay and 
do.The World will have no regard to them that /# af 
the FootiFool, If real worth have not the acceſſion of 
outward things to recommend it, it is as nothing to 
the generality of Men. The poor mans Wiſdom is de- 


more famous for his wiſdom, becauſe he was a Prizce; 
his prudence was the more extolled, becauſe his perſor: 
was in honour. If a poor man purſues ever bis Friends I} 
with 


with words, they ſeldom prevail ; and upon Strangers 
much lets. An Inheritance will procure us ſome Cre- 
dit and Eſteem, and by that means our words and 
ations will have the greater acceptance and ſucceſs. 
Secondly, Riches give Men the opportunity of 
ſerving God and their Generation better than others. 
| Fhey may be made the inftruments of advancing 
God's name, promoting his irtereff, and of doing 


mmch good to others,as well as helps in the working ont 


of our own Salvation. When wiſdom ts without a com- 
petency of Wealth, 'tis a great inconvenience and ob- 
ſtraQion to the exerciſe of ſeveral Graces, and dil- 
charge of ſeveral datics, which would be profitable 
not only to our ſelves, bat to the Pablick, There 
may be pions znclinations and defires, but the mans 
wings are clipt, and his hands tzed from executing of 
them 3 as the Apoi7le ſaid in another caſe, to wil 35 


preſent with me, but how to perform that which I would, Rom. 7. 18. 


F find not, The narrowneſs of a mans Eſtate does of- 
often hinder the diſcovery of the /argene/5 of his 
Heart. : 
Secondly, It is much more manifeſt, that wiſdom 
1s very beneficial with an Inheritance. A abal, a 
rich Foel, was an unſociable Chart, and the burden 
of the Earth ; though his be/y was filed with confide- 
rable Treaſures, yet his Heart being hid from under- 
ſtanding, \t almoſt unfitted him to live among Man- 
kind. Two Things will evince this more particu- 
larly. | 
Firſt, Wiſdom prevents the miſchief which Riches 
alone might do. How often are they huriful to the

or vain and wartor, or ſenſual and Earthly, .What 
ll effets do they produce, when they encourage 
Men to oppreſs and wrong their Inferiours ; when 
they become inſiruments of cruelty to pierce the hearts, 
and to grind the faces of the poor ! Then it muſt be ac- 
knowledged, that they are like heavy talents, which 
weigh Men down the ſoorer to Hell, and ſink them the 
deeper in it : Or like Abſalorr's hair, which proved 
the means of his death, while he was ſeemingly lifted 
nearer towards Heaven. Holy wiſdom is the only po- 
werful remedy againſtall ſuch fatal abuſes ofour Tem- 
poral good things. | 

Secondly, As wiſedom keeps them from being miſc 
cheivous, ſo it makes them poſitively uſeful, Wiſdone 
is profitable to dire@ ; 1t teaches Men how to employ 
their wealth in the beſt and moſt advantagious man- 
ner, and to lay it out fo, as to receive their own again 
with the moſt plentiful zzcreaſe, by a kind of jacred 
Uſury. It ſhews Men how to turn their riches into a 
Treaſure which can neither be /oſt, nor corrupted; to 


exchange their Silver and Gold for a Crown of Life,and + 


an eternal inheritance in the Kingdom of God. Chri- 
ſtian wiſdom does indeed conſecrate that to God, 
which corrupt Nature would ſacrifice to the Devil, 
and writes Holineſs to the Lord upon thoſe Eſtates, 
which might otherwiſe be fram'd into weapons of un- 
righteouſneſs, The fleſh is very apt to manage them 
againſt God, but Grace renders them ſerviceable for 
him. Then may the brother of low degree rejoyce in be- 
ingexalted, and apply that part of Jobs Thankegiving 
very juſtly to his own caſe, The Lord hath given, 
bleſſed be the name of the Lord, 
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The Foxrth and laſt Thing, is to make ſome Appli- 
cation of the prefent Truth. It is improvable two ways. 
Firſt, By way of Confutation and Reproof: Two I. 
Things may be inſtanc'd in, which fall under the © 
Edge of this Doctrine. 
Firſt, It confutes that *Popiſh principle, which mag- 1. 
nifies voluntary poverty. It is beſide my purpoſe here, 
to inſiſt upon the Fagg/e and the Cheat which there 
is commonly in this; (for under the Veil, and Cloak 
of pretended eMHeortification to the World, they not 
onely ſubfiſt by [dlereſs, but many times raiſe unſcer: 
Eſtates,) nor it concern me now to lay openthe 


- abſurd contradiGion which there is in this, to ſome of 


their other receiv d opinions 3 ( as particularly, that 
outward grandeur and proſperity is a #ark of the true 
Church) but upon this occafion which the Text fairly 
gives, I would only intimate how falſe and unagree- 
ableit is tothe Scripture-account, Voluntary pover- 
ty is not only againſt the Di@ate of Nature, (be- 
cauſe it is the chuſing of a real evil) but againſt the 


fiream of the Word of God, It is an excluding of our 


ſelves from the benefit of all thoſe prozziſes. which per- 
haps God might think good for us to reap; As,that the 


Righteous ſhall inherit the Land, and the week ſhall in- Pal. 37:29: 


herit the Earth. It is to make our ſelves ſuch a Marth. 5. s. 
Garſe as wicked Men are often threatned to be; as, 
to be cloathed with rags, reduced to a morſe! of 
bread, &&c. If it be reckon'd as one of the Characters 
(tho' not an eſſertia/ one) of 4 good mar, that he 
leaves an Inheritance to his Childrens Children, it can- Prov. 13. 22. 


.not be our dyty to caſt it away from us, and there- 


by to deprive them of the hopefulreverſion, as well as

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not things ſo »tterly inconſiflent with Salvation, as 
that they muſt be zeceſarily relinquiſht and renounc't 
m order tO It. 

Secondly, It reproves that too gemeral praiſe on 
the other hand , of over-valuing a Temporal Eſtate , 
even to the contempt of Religion, It is a very eaſie 
and common miſtake, to ſet an extravagarr price upon 
the good things of this Life, and at the ſame time to 
Aiſparage, aud think meanly of what is infinitely bet- 
ter. When Men put the World in their hearts, a Title 
of Honour ſhall be preferr'd to the New Name, and to 
be clad in Scarlet ſhall bercckon'd a greater priviledge, 
than to have 'fobes waſht white in the Blood of the 
Lamb. Indeed there can be no Righteous Fudgment, 
no diſcerning or approving of things that are excellent, 
where the Love of the World prevails; for the mind 
is alwayes ſo far blinded by Satan (the God of this 
World) that every thing is ſeen in a falſe Light. Some 
Men are ſo fond of being deceiv'd, that they ſeem to 
pleaſe themſelves with the fancy of Money anſwering 
all things 3 not conſidering, that though the expreſſz- 
on is unlimited, it muſt have a limited ſignification ;, for 
our principal wants cannot be ſapplicd by Silver and 
Gold. Godlineſs is profitable for all things, in the lar- 


geſt ſenſe, becauſe it hath the promiſes of the preſent 


and future Life ; it extends to the relief of our Earthly 
and our Heavenly part, our outward and our inward 
eMan, But there are many cal (eſpecially thoſe 
that are moſt /oud and urgent) which eMoney cannot 
anſwer to ; the hungry and Wiſts and naked Soul can- 
not be fed, or ſatisfied, or cloathed by it, though in 
fuch caſes it may afſliſt and refreſh the *Body. Mam- 
2201 is fit, as a Servant to miniſter to us, but cannot be 
a God to Save us, Sc» 


Secondly, It affords proper matter of Exhortation. 
Two things ought to be preſt, as conſequert upon 
what hath been ſaid. j 

Firſt, Whether Rzches zcreaſe, or decreaſe, do not 
think of them above what is written. If they come in 
like a floud apon you, let not that /ift you ap ; if they 
Ebb and decline as much, let not that caſt you- dow. 
Remember ſtill, how far the true eſtimate and value 
of them will reach, that you may not judge your 
condition bettered by the ſzriles of Providence, nor 
matle worſe by ts frowns, beyond what really it is. It 
it our duty to be thankful, when God proſpers us in 
the World, and to be cortented when he does not 3 
but the ſinful Lovers of abundance, are alwayes leaſt 
ſenſible of Gods goodneſs in beſtowing it , and yet moſt 
zmpatient, whenever he does diminiſh it. In every 
Fate therefore bear this upon your thoughts, that the 
having of an Inheritance is not the chiefes? good , and 
the loſs of it is not the greatei? evil. 

Secondly, Let Religion be the main buſineſs and em- 
ployment of your Lives. Conſider that your Gere- 
ral Calling, as Chriſtians, is. of more concern, than 
be, tas particular Vocation, as Men. Let Spiritual things 


ave the conſtant precedency to Temporal, Seek firſt Matth. 6. 33- 


the Kingdom and Mighteonſneſs of God, and then you 
may chearfully expect that other things will be added 
unto you. \ The way to obtain every thing in a fit

Firſt, Go to God for it by prayer, This is both a 
neceſlary and ſucceſsful means z the regular appoint- 
ed way of receiving every gift which comes down from 
above, There is ('tis true) a natural humane wiſdom 
which may be increas d and perfetted by a man's own 
Induitry ; and there is a fleſbly Devilijſþ wiſdom, which 
is learn't with too much eaſe and ſpeed; but real ſaving 
wiſdom is firi# infuſed at the New birth, and further 


degrees of it freely communicated afterwards by the ſpi- 


rit ofGod. Folly is bor and bred with us 5 it is bound 
up in our hearts, when wearechildren, grows up with ns, 
when weare young mer; and as we increaſe in age and 
ſtarure, we increaſe our foolifhneſs, till God renews 


and erlightens our minds. If any of you lack wiſdom
